CHANGE THE BASE ZONING DISTRICTS ON 47 TRACES OF LAND. /

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. The zoning map established by Section 25-2-] 91 of the, Gity. Code is amended to
add a neighborhood plan (NP) combining district to. each baseV^pnfiig; District within the
property and to change the base zoning districts..on.47.tracts of-jaM-within the property
described in Zoning Case No.C14-04-0004.002-, on file at the Neighborhood Planning and
Zoning Department., as follows: , ,.-

Approximately 650.5 acres of land in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
more particularly described and identified in the attached Exhibit "A" incorporated
into this ordinance, (the "Property-'),./' . ';.-'

generally known as the Crestview neighborhood plan combining district, locally known as
the area bounded by .Anderson'Larie on the'north, Lamar Boulevard on the east, Justin
Lane on the south, and Burnet Road ..on the ..west., in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and generally identified"in the map attached as Exhibit "B".
